SANITARY LAUNCH COXSWAIN 
; ABSCONDS. 


At tbe Magistracy, yosterday, Mr. J 
R. Wood, in hia capacity ag Coroner, 
held an inquiry into tho circumstances 
surrounding the death of a Chinese 
woman, who was drowned as the result 
af a oollision between & sampan and a 
Sanitary Department launch, on Febrv- 
ary 2nd.

Dr. J. T. Smalley, deposed that death 
was due to drowning. 

L.-c, Griffin gave evidence of identifica- 
tion. :

IN YUNNAN.

Holmes and the shaping of his adven- 
tures. The titled biographer of tho 
greatest detective in fiction frankly, 
generously, has owned this indcbtednesa 
—to Poe, next to Macaulay, for “' thd 
most pleasure and profit,” and to the un« 
cannily keen-witted Scotch analyst for 


the type of mind and of man that should 
be individualized into the fascinating 
Shorleck Holmes. Poct-romancer and thd 
flesh and blood détective-physician hava 
been gathered to their fathers, but the 
author and tho character influenced by 
their thought are alive-—robustly alive in 
flesh and blood, ond unceasingly alive in 
the reading of tho world. 

Dr. Bell was one of young Doyle’s in- 
structora at the University of Edinburgh 
jn those days when, out of hig mengre 
allowance, he purchased the precious 
books that gave him the enchanted view 
And Dr. 
Bell’s casual demonstrations in deduction
